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Manufacturing 


Manufacturing is a major component of Missouri’s $389.93 billion 
economy, representing 12.4 percent ($48.35 billion) of the 2022 
total Gross State Product (GSP) in current dollars. Nationally, 
manufacturing contributed 11 percent to total GDP. The 
compound annual growth rate (CAGR) over the past five years in 
Missouri’s manufacturing GSP averaged 5.5 percent; nationally, 
the CAGR was 4.9 percent. 


Manufacturing accounts for 11.6 percent of the state’s private 
sector employment, with 282,255 jobs across 7,636 
establishments. The industry has added 16,392 jobs since 2017, 
growing 6.2 percent over five years. This is more than double the 
2.8 percent national growth rate over the same period. In 2020, 
Missouri’s manufacturing sector lost 10,652 jobs during the 
pandemic, reducing manufacturing employment by 3.4 percent, 
whereas, nationally, the sector lost 692,678 jobs, a reduction of 
5.4 percent. 


Manufacturing wages continue to grow statewide and nationally. 
Missouri’s 2022 manufacturing payroll totaled $19.1 billion, with 
an average annual wage of $67,573. This is higher than the state’s 
overall private sector wage of $60,159.

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Location Quotient Analysis 


Location Quotient (LQ) compares the regional share of an industry to the national share to 
indicate the level of concentration of an industry in an area. An LQ over 1.0 indicates sectors of 
employment concentration. Missouri, with an LQ of 1.18 for manufacturing, has a greater share 
of its workers employed in the sector than the nation averages as a whole. Sixty-one percent, or 
70 out of Missouri’s 115 counties, have an LQ over 1.0, demonstrating a greater specialization 
in manufacturing compared to the nation.

Economic Contribution 


Manufacturing industries make a significant contribution to the Missouri economy, directly and 
indirectly. Manufacturing’s contribution to the Missouri economy is measured in terms of jobs 
created, incomes earned, and value-added. Value-added, a measure of industry sales minus 
production costs, refers to an industry’s share of Gross State Product (GSP). 
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Missouri had an estimated 7,636 manufacturing establishments in 2022 that directly employed 
282,255 workers, providing approximately $19.1 billion in payroll and an 11.6 percent share of 
Missouri’s total GSP. 


Transportation Equipment Manufacturing topped employment in the manufacturing industries 
with 46,291 employees, followed by Food Manufacturing (42,824), Fabricated Metal Product 
Manufacturing (31,262), Machinery Manufacturing (28,654), and Chemical Manufacturing 
(22,266).

2022 Manufacturing Exports 


Manufacturing exports totaled nearly $14.2 billion in 2022, up from $13.9 billion in 2021 and 
$11.7 billion in 2020. Missouri’s highest industry exports were Chemical and Transportation 
Equipment Manufacturing. The largest gain within the top ten industries was Chemical 
Manufacturing, which rose to $3.6 billion, an 11 percent increase in 2022, adding $377 million 
in sales.
